The Embargo. 
In a letter to Geo. F. Root un- 
der date of Aug. 27th, Dr. F. C. 
Fry writes a “last word about the 
cattle question (Embargo).” Dr. 
Fry has large interests in Alberta 
as well as in England. The Berk- 
hamstead Agricultural Farm for 
English boys, located at Red Deer 
is one of his investments. He. is 
chairman of a co-operative farm 
in England and head master of the 
Berkhamstead farm. He was sec- 
retary of the Pan-Anglican Con- 
gress held in London last 
year. He has made three trips to 
North-west Canada and his opin- 
ion is worthy of respect and con- 
sideration, The position Mr. Fry 
takes is that there is opposition to 
removing thé embargo from the 
Irish breeders and the English 
breeders, therefore the ~ Liberal 
English government can only yield 
to PREssURE. How he _ recom- 
mends this pressure to be applied 
is seen in the following extract. 
“These men must be oRGANIZED 
and aroused. This might be done 
through the Canadian Cattle As- 
sociation in combination with you. 
But it must not be done merely in 
the NAME oF Canapa. It must 
be done in the interest of the Eng- 
lish Constimers. It will be well 
therefore to try to organize an ac- 
tive company which, besides rep- 
resentatives of the Canada Cattle 
Association in England should in- 
clude Co-operators, Labour M.P’s, 
Liberal M. .P’s favorable, and 
above all FARMERS IN ITS FAVOR, 
Cairns of New Castle can best ad- 
Vise “You here. Then you mbat 
work in union with this in Canada 
and I think the Canadian line 
should be to push for powers 10 
the Board of Agriculture to admit 
—in place of the present Act ot 
Parliament. That looks very 
reasonable, You should press 
hard your own Home government 
particularly at coming “elections 
and then co-operate with it, in 
Canada and in England. 
“In England, shall'do what I can 
but remember I am not known as 
an Agriculturist, but only as a So- 
cial Reformer; you must get sup 
port in AGRICULTURE. Finally a 
body of members favorable should 
be gathered by Cairns in ofe of 
the House of Commons rooms, 
and approached by a joint English 
and Canadian Deputation either 
in Autuapn session or early in Feb- 
ruary. If you can form one of 
these my ,house is open to you, if 
you will stay with me. We are 
only %{ hr. from London, You 
must have Canadians with experi- 
ence. Whether you get in or not 
at Ottawa you could not do better 
than make this question the one 
question of your politics for the 
present.”

I., in 1185, Adelicia of Lorraine, the 
King’s second wife, retired to this 
castle and married William de Albini 
to whom she brought the rich dowry 
and title of Arundel. Her step-dauyn- 
ter, Matilda, daughter of Henry I., by 
his English bride, was first married 
to the Emperor Henry V. and after 
his death to the Count of Anjou, Geof- 
frey Plantagenet, and it was to her 
that Henry F bequeathed the crown 
of Engfand. Mis nephew, Stephen, 
usurped the crown and when Matilda 
came over to England to assert her 
claim, her stepmother, Lady Arundel, 
was the first to receive her. Stephen 
threatened to assail the ‘castle but 
Lady Arundel replied that she would 
endure the last extremity of war rath- 
er than violate the laws of hospitality. 
The last of the Albini family died in

1243 and the manor and title came 
to his brother-in-law, John Fitz-Alan. 
In Elizabeth’s reign the last male heir 
of the Fitz-Alans died and the estate 
and title passed to his daughter’s hus- 
band, Thomas Howard, Dyke of Nor- 
folk, in which family they are still 
vested. During the civil war the cas- 
tle was often besieged until at last it 
was almost a complete ruin. In 1813 
| the llth Duke of Norfolk spent $3,000,- 
} 000 in rebuilding it anl the present 
duke has spent at least $5,000,000 
more, The south gjde and grand en- 
trance, as well as the old keep, are 
of Saxon architecture, but the chief 
entrance is a magnificegt, deep, Nor- 
man doorway.

To Make Waxed Paper, 

This is used for keeping substances 
which contain either a volatile aromatic 
ingredient or grease, which would pen- 
etrate through ordinary paper. On a 
flat sheet of copper over a gentle fire 
place a sheet of paper as a base and 
then lay a second sheet on the top of 
the first. Coat this second sheet with 
yellow or white wax and distribute the 
latter uniformly over the entire sheet 
by means of a sponge, exerting a lit- 
le pressure, till the paper is every- 
where transparent and consequently 
permeated by the wax. If the fire is 
too feeble, the process will be retard- 
ed. Too powerful a flame is still more 
harmful, as the paper is liable to be- 
come brown or black. Stearin may be 
ased instead of wax.—Der Industriose 
Geschaftsmann.

This is. not a.recipe from “Alice in 
Wondetland,” but the composition of 
a substitute for leather, invented by 
John Campbell, a chemisty long .em- 
loyed in the rubber trade; who re- 
sides at Wood lane, Shephérd’s Bush, 
London, England. 

Fourteen years ago Mr. Campbell 
began experiments with old rubber, 
but these he discarded some time ago, 
and now he has perfected and patent- 
ed a substance which, in a fluid, pli- 
able or hard state can be used for a 
vey large variety of purposes. 

Tom seaweed, carpet dust, goats’ 
hair, Irish moss, gums and a chemical 
process which is his secret, Mr. 
Campbell has already made the fol- 
lowing astonishing list of commodi- 
ties: Policemen’s boots (outer soles 
and heels), picture frames, ornamental 
mouldings (for railway carte: par- 
titions (to resemble wood), belting (for 
machinery), upholstery, bobbins (for 
cotton spinning), slactrié switch- 
boards, flooring, golf balls, fountain 

ns, “marble,” in all colors; chess- 

ards, bookbindings and “ivory” 
combs. 

A reporter recently visited the lab- 
oratory, which will shortly give place 
to a "antocy, and examined many of 
the samples. Mr. Campbell makes no 
startling claims for his invention, and 
admits that his composite is not equal 
to materials of the highest Y po A 
but he says that in the case of leath- 
er, for instance, it provides an excel- 
lent substitute in the manufacture of 
goods which could not bear the price 
of the best hides. 

“The product has been tested by 
licemen and postmen, and the soles 
and heels are in good condition after 
nine months’ wear,”’ he said. 

“Two thousand feet of it are now in 
use as belting in machine shops, and 
the substance has been proved to be 
impervious to oils, acids or atmos- 
pheric conditions. 

“It is absolutely non-inflammable. 
As it is made of waste products, the 
price is low, and, being very light in 
weight, it is specially suitable for rail- 
way purposes. 

“I hope it will be adopted for eleo- 
trical apparatus. In its hard state it is 
a good substitute for vulcanite, and 
is less than a quarter the price. 

“I obtain my seaweed from Devon- 
shire, and the most expensive variety 
for the manufacture of marbles from 
Japan. Imitation marbles and woods, 
which can be turned out in any color 
or design, are made of seaweed, moss; 
carpet dust, gums and chemicals, hy- 

aulically pressed. 

“A beautiful marble floor can be ob- 
tained by pouring the composite in a 
fluid state over a floor and allowing 
it to set. The seaweed, which can be 
colored or made to form any design, 
not only gives the effect of the veining 
shown in real marble, but the color 
and veins go right though the ma- 
coc 


rial. 

“Any kind of wood ean- be imitated, 
and in its pliable state the substancé 
can be used in the same manner as 
linoleum.” 


Death In the Telephone. 

_ According to a report by a medical 
officer from Westminster to The Lan- 
‘cet, a startling result has been attain- 
ed from a: test to discover whether 
tuberculosis germs exist in telephone 
mouth pieces. 

One of the post office public tele- 
phones on the central exchange was 
wiped dround with a swab to remove 
any existing germs in the mouthpiece, 
and the contents of the swab used to 
inoculate two guinea pigs. One guinea 

ig was killed twenty-three days after 
noculation, and a post-mortem exam- 
ination showed pronounced signs of 
tuberculosis. The second guinea pig 
was killed twenty-seven ye ter 
inoculation and showed similar \signs 
,of infection, thus pores that the 
deadly germs of tuberculosis can be 
transmitted by the public telephone 
as at present in general use. 

It is added that this proves conclu- 
sively that all telephones, whether in 

ublic or private use, need to be per- 
odically disinfected, as is the case on 
the London Steck Exchange, where 
the fifty telephones are sprayed daily 
with a disinfectant under an agree- 
ment with the general postoffice.

Lion Eats a Porcupine. 

The question has just arisen among 
Rhodesian hunters whether lions 
‘make it a habit to eat porcupines, and 
if they do does it often happen that 
the victim, in his death agony, leaves 
his fatal darts in the throat of his 
destroyer? It seems that recently two 
well known Rhodesian hunters, na- 
tives of Holland, shot an antelope. 
Returning to the spot an hour later 
the carcass was nowhere in sight. 

The animal, it was seen, had been 
dragged away, but the men declared 
that a lion was not the thief. How- 
ever, a lion was found to be the cul- 
prit, for the hunters discovered the 
animal with the booty in his mouth. 
The men shot the lion, which was in 
an emaciated condition. 

A post-mortem examination was 
held, and it was found that several 

reupine quills were stuck in the 
ion’s throat in such a manner’ as to 
prevent the passage of food.

‘tinuous service as a soldier is held by 
a Russian non-commissioned officer 
jnamed Budnikoff, 128 years old. He 
entered the army in 1797, at the

He fought in 
many wars, including the campaign of 
1812, won all four classes of the St. 
George’s order for valor, besides 
‘about forty other crosses and medals, 
and pow receives an annua! pension of 
$60. He is still hale and hearty. He 
was married ninety years ago and 
had a son and two daughters. The 
son was killed in the Russo-Turkish 
War.

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IMPORTING LIVE STOCK. 


Customs Regulations Respecting the 
Free Admission of Anienals 
the Improvement of Stock: 

On July ist there came into effect 
new regulations arding the cus- 
tom ehtry of animals imported into 
Oanada for the improvement of stock. 
Heretofore all certificates of registra- 


tion which were apparently genuine 
were accepted by custom officers for 
the Oy tpeve of free entry. Under the 
new fegulations either a Canadian 


certificate of registration or an im- 
port certificate as the case may be 
must be prosented. 

Canadian certificates: of registration 
must be presented at the Port of 
Entry for the following classes and 
breeds :— 

Cattle—Shorthorn, Ayrshire, Here- 
ford, French Canadian, Galloway, 


rAberdeen-Angus, Red Polled, Jersey, 


Guernesy and Holstein> 

Horses. Clydesdale, Hackney, 
Shire, Percheron, Thoroughbred Bel- 
gian. and French Canadian. 

Ponies.—Shetland, Welsh, New For- 
est, Polo and Riding, Exmoor, Con- 
namara and Hackney. 

Swine.—Yorkshire, Berkshire, Tam- 
worth, Chester White, Poland China, 
Duroc Jersey, Essex and Victoria. 

Sheep.— Shropshire, Lincoln, Ox- 
ford Down, Dorset, South Down 
Hampshire and Leicester. 

The Canadian records for all above 
mentioned breeds with the exception 
of that for Holstein cattle are con- 
ducted under the Canadian National 
System in the office of the Canadian 
National Records, Ottawa. The Hol- 
stein Records are located at St. 
George, Ont. In making application 
for the registration of an imported 
animal the foreign certificate of reg- 
istration in addition to the usual ap- 
plication must be forwarded.

The Accountant 
of the Canadian National Records will 
return to the importer the foreign 
certificate to which will be attached 
an import certificate which will be 
authority to the custom officer to ad- 
mit the animal duty free. A nominal 
charge will be made by the National 
Record for this service.

UNCLAIMED MONEY. 


Thousands of Dollars Awaiting Own 
ers In Canadian Banks. 

Hon. Mr. Fielding has just made a 
report of dividends, unclaimed bal- 
ances and drafts or bills of exchange 
remaining unpaid in the chartered 
banks of Canada for five years and 
upwards prior to December 31, last 
year. 

The Bank of Montreal heads the list 
with $121,688 unclaimed balances, $1,- 
124 unpaid dividends, and $3,988 un- 
paid drafts on bills of exchange. 

Unclaimed balances of this bank 
for 1906 were $111,178. 

The unclaimed balances of the 
Montreal City and District Savi 
Bank have grown from $90,060 in 
1906 to $103,175 in 1907. 

Other banks with large balances ly- 
ing unclaiemd are: Bank of British 


North America, with $54,879, and 
Canadian Bank of Commerce with 
$53,266. 

Those with the smallest amounts 


unclaimed are: the Bank of 8t. John, 
with $8.29; the Sovereign Bank, with 
$91.79, and St. Stephens Bank, with 
$306.78. 

The total figures show an increase

Odd Numbered Sections 


19th August, 1908. 

As already publicly anoounced, 
odd numbered sections remaining 
vacant and undisposed of will be- 
comé available for homestead en- 
try on the coming into force of the 
Dominion Lands Act on the Ist 
September next. 


As the records of only the even 
numbered sections have hitherto 
been’ kept in the books of the var- 
ious land agencies in the western 
provinces and the time having been 
very limited since the passing of 
the Act within which to transfer 
the records of all odd numbered 
sections from the head office at Ot- 
tawa to loval offices, it is possible 
that the tranefer of records in some 
cases may not have been ebsolute- 
ly completed by the Ist of Septem- 
ber. In any case where the record 
of any quarter section bas not been 
traneferred, application will be ac- 
cepted but will have to be forward- 
ed to head office to be dealt with. 

As it has been found impossible 
as yet to furnish sub-agencies with 
copies of the records of odd num- 
bered sections, and in view of the 
large probable demand for entries, 
all applicants for entry upon odd 
numbered sections are strongly ad- 
vised to make their applications in 
person at the office of the Domin- 
ion Lands Agent and not through 
asub land agent.

This cavalry organization was called 
the Cravatte, its members being styled 
the Cravattes, Tater in the seven- 
teenth century France recruited a reg- 
iment of cavalry, adopting for it the 
uniform of the Austrian regiment re- 
eruited in Croatia. calling it the Royal 
Cravattes. Later in England the word 
eravat was applicd to a neckerchief. 
After the battle of Steenkerke, in Flan- 
ders, in 1692, an English officer brought 
bome the steamkirk, a long flowing 
neckscarf. The noeckwear today is 
clearly traceable’to the steamkirk and 
the modification it underwent.—Sarto- 
rial Art Journal.

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FOREST RESERVES. 


: and 

is not to prohibit cutting al 1 
but rather to regulate the cutting’ 
generally to treat the forest so 
continuous grep of timber may. be tak- 
en off the , instead of having it 
cut oyer once or perhaps twice and 
then left waste. 

Experience in other lands has dem- 
onstrated that such @ continuous crop 
of forest trees ean be grown, and the 
setting aside of forest reserves is one 
of the first steps taken'in the dntro- 
duction of, such a policy in this coun- 
try. Crop after crop’ can bé’ taken 
off the same area—of course at wide- 
ly separated intervals, for half a cen: 
tury is a short period to allow for a 
erop of timber to mature. 


The primary object of a forest re-| 


serve is thus to provide for a per- 
petual supply. of .timber. Another 
important. object of the reserves is 40 
protect the water supply, both the 
domestic supply for towns and cities 
and also the supply to be used for the 
generation of wer, The effect of 
forests at the headwaters of streams 
is to regulate the flow so as to make 
it constant throughout the year—notia 
torrent in spring and a nearly dried- 
up stream-bed in the heat of summer. 
To be valuable as a source of power 
& stream must furnish a constant 
and regular supply of water. Very 
low water in a stream from which a 
town or city derives\jts water supply 
has often meant a great deal of sick+ 
ness, (perhaps in the form of an epi- 
demic), for the people of that place. 
Where the forest is, the snow melts 
more gradually in the spring, and the 
rains of spring and summer soak in- 
to the ground, which acts: like. a 
sponge, and tlow off mors gradually 
than where the forest is removed, 

In hilly and mountainous regions 
the cutting off of the forests has often 
led to the washing away of the soil. 
This has made it impossible for the 
forests to “grow again, and moreover 
has led to the poet 4 up of the rivers 
in ‘the valleys, which made necessary 
the expenditure of large sums ~ in 
dredging them out again. Good ex- 
amples of this may, be seen in the 
neighborhood of the Appalachian 
Mountains in the United States. 

Some reserves are important as 
well in furnishing recreation for the 
people, but the two essential objeste 
of the reserves, are those of provid- 
ing for a perpetual crop of timber 
and of protecting the water supply 
for power and domestic use.

Big Drop th Trimlgrition, 
There is a big falling off in our 
mmigration. In 6 months'the re- 
ane have fallen from. 169,000 in 
1907 to 96j000 in 1908. The 
Globe states that fo one will -re- 
gret it because “Canadian civiliza- 
tion will not suffer from the slower 
process of settlement. Apparent- 
ly a little effort will bring to us 
from the less desirable parts of 
Europe all the people we may 
want. The country will not suffer 
from the slower process for a time.” 
This sounds like a reversion of the 
editor to his former estate of Con- 
servative scribe. That was the 
position of the Conservative party, 
to consider the kind of people who 
were being invited into the Do- 
minion to modify its political and 
civil life. That is why such lead- 
ers of thought as Monk and Wil- 
son demand the abolition of bonus 
es on emigrants. But that is 
neither Liberal doctrine nor Liber- 
al precedent. Compare the Globe 
editorial with the immigration pol- 
icy of Minister Oliver. This is 
how Oliver goes at it to prove 
that we don’t want them: He ex- 
pends $447,500 for immigration 
purposes fur the 8 months ending 
March 1, tg08. He pays $91,- 
095-51 for immigration bonuses 
for the same time. He pays 
$130,000 approximately in connec- 
tion with immigration from the 
United States for the same time. 
He spends $32,433.59 on immigra- 
tion detention hospitals for the 
same period. He increases the 
bonus to continental booking 
agents on immigrants from Euro- 
pean countries to Canada from 10 
shillings per adult and 5 shillings 
per child to £1 per adult and 10 
shillings per child, and yet the 
Globe Would persuade its readers 
that no one regrets a falling of 
73,000 in 6 months. Grant it. 
Then why did the government 
refuse to do away with bonusing 
foreign booking agents? 


Ministerial organs are extensive- 
ly reprinting an article by the Tor- 
onto Weekly Sun deploring the 
amount of tariff collected in Cana- 
da last year on woolen goods. For 
instance, women’s and children’s 
outside garments were imported 
from Germany to the value of 
$246,000 and a duty of 47 per cent 
collected, but it failed to explain 
that it was the Liberals who 
in 1903 made the tariff on 
German importations so exces- 
sive by the imposition of a sur- 
tax on all manufactures of Ger- 
man origin.
